Canada’s new president of the 
Treasuiy Board has a reputation 
as a “fiscal hawk,” according to 
a former Halifax colleague and 
friend. 

On Wednesday, Mayor Mike 
Savage described Scott Brison 
— Liberal Member of Parliament 
for Kings-Hants in Nova Scotia 
and sole cabinet minister picked 
from the province — as outgoing, 
decisive and bright. 

“He’s got a veiy curious mind, 
which is a great thing to have 
when you’re in a leadership pos¬ 
ition,” Savage said. 

Brison, a former investment 
banker, was among 30 cabinet 
ministers sworn in Wednesday, 
along with Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau. 

The Treasuiy Board is a cab¬ 
inet committee of the Queen’s 
Privy Council of Canada and re¬ 
sponsible for the accountability 
of government expenditures. 

“It’s an important key port¬ 
folio,” Savage said.

munity garden on Brunswick 
Street into a salad dressing 
business and state-of-the-art 
greenhouse, launched its solar 
project Wednesday. 

“What these solar panels 
represent to me is a step in the 
right direction towards feeding 
people good, healthy food,” 
program co-ordinator Alvero 
Wiggins said during the launch 
next to the garden, holding a 
set of LED lights. 

“And be an inspiration to 
anybody out there who wants 
to do something, who wonders 
if they can. You can.” 

The long rectangles of blue, 
red and white lights will be 
installed inside the green¬ 
house to represent the “vis¬ 
ible spectrum” of sunlight, 
Wiggins said, meaning they 
can now grow vegetables and 
greens year-round instead of 
waiting until spring. 

The group hopes to grow 
more than 3,000 pounds of 
food with the electricity and 
water generated 
by the solar 


panels, Wiggins said, most of 
which will be used in a new 
salad program at the nearby 
Joseph Howe School. 

“We’re going to attack the 
problem — hunger, we’re go¬ 
ing for it,” Wiggins said with a 
smile as the large 
crowd of resi- 
dents, 
kids, 


councillors, volunteers and 
Mayor Mike Savage clapped. 

Jessie Jollymore, dietician 
and Hope Blooms founder, said 
they are soon bringing free 
salads once a week to Joseph 
Howe School and hope to even¬ 
tually extend the program 
to other schools. 

The green¬ 
house, which 
opened 
in May 
2015, 
will 
be 



completely “off the grid,” Jolly- 
more said, thanks to a 3.1-kilo¬ 
watt solar array and battery 
back-up system hmded by Bull¬ 
frog Power and installed by 
Doctor Solar. 

Holly Bond, Bullfrog’s vice- 
president of regional sales, said 
it’s especially exciting to sup¬ 
port a project that’s in the heart 
of a city when most “off the 
grid” sites bring to mind long 
hikes into the woods. 

“This is a leadership pos¬ 
ition, this is visionaiy. It just 
gives hope to communities,” 
Bond said. 

Savage joked during the 
launch that salads are good, 
but the spirit and energy of the 
whole Hope Blooms project is 
“what we want Halifax to be.” 

“People saying, We know 
what we need to do to make 
this community live.’ This 
is a great community, and 
we can make it happen,” Sav¬ 
age said. 

Besides allowing them to 
grow more vegetables

Two employees who had

man inside. He had already 
made himself a hot coffee and 
was then working on making 
himself an iced cappuccino, 
police said. 

“They were simply sur¬ 
prised that this individual was 
there, in the store,” Nova Sco¬ 
tia RCMP spokesman Const. 
Mark Skinner said Wednesday. 

“He had been making a cof¬ 
fee and was trying to make an 
Ice Cap at the time,” he said, 
“but unfortunately had been 
creating a rather large mess.” 

The man left the Tim Hor¬ 
tons before officers with Cum¬ 
berland County RCMP arrived 
to investigate. They found 
him soon after in the nearby 
parking lot of a grocery store, 
where they made an arrest. 

“He took off, but certainly 
it wasn’t too long before we 
caught up with him,” Skinner 
said, adding police do believe 
“alcohol may have been in¬ 
volved” in this case. 

The suspect from Conquer- 
all Mills faces charges of brealc- 
and-enter and mischief, po¬ 
lice said. He has been released 
from police custody and will 
appear in Amherst provin¬ 
cial court on the morning of 
Dec. 14.

Skinner said, adding that 
Timmy’s opened in time to 
serve customers on their mor¬ 
ning commutes. 

“No employees or dough¬ 
nuts were harmed during the 
brealc-and-enter,” police said.

Search fails to turn up 
man carrying long gun 


Halifax Regional Police were 
searching for a man cariying 
“a long gun” during the early 
morning hours Wednesday.

Text messages tell of 
plan to rob accused

The jury in the murder trial of 
a Hammonds Plains man heard 
testimony during the trial’s 
third day about the details of 
a plan by the victim and her 
friend to rob the accused. 

Paul Trevor Calnen, 52, is 
accused of second-degree mur¬ 
der in the 2013 killing of his 
girlfriend, Reita Louise Jordan, 
34. On Monday, Calnen pleaded 
guilty to a second charge of in¬ 
decently interfering with hu¬ 
man remains — in this case, 


burning them. Jordan’s body 
has never been found. 

On Wednesday in a Halifax 
courtroom, testimony con¬ 
tinued from Jordan’s friend, 
Wade Weeks, giving the juiy 
a look at 379 text messages 
between his phone and the 
victim’s, sent in the days lead¬ 
ing up to her death. 

“He put his hands on me. I 
don’t think I’m safe here,” Jor¬ 
dan texted to Weeks on March 
10, 2013, referring to Calnen. 

She said she had a plan to 
leave Calnen, but it got de¬ 
layed. 

“I can’t leave him,” Jor¬ 
dan texted Weeks on March 
13. “He’s suicidal because he 
doesn’t want me to go. He’s 
a mess.” 

On March 17, Jordan elabor¬ 
ated on her plan. 

“I want to f-k Paul over so 
bad,” Jordan texted Weeks that 
day. “I already got all his gold 
jeweliy, but I want to get him 


good.” 

The two then started texting 
about selling that jewelry and 
Calnen’s two four-wheelers, 
and Weeks found a buyer will¬ 
ing to pick them up. That plan 
was supposed to come to frui¬ 
tion March 19, but Jordan told 
Weeks to cancel. 

“S—t is hitting 
the fan for me 
right now,” she 
texted Weeks on 
March 18 — the 
day the Crown 
says she was 
murdered. 

Later that 
night, Weeks received his 
last text from Jordan’s phone: 
“gone in town.” 

During cross-examination by 
Calnen’s lawyer, Peter Planetta, 
Weeks admitted that he and 
Jordan only hung out when she 
was smoking his crack cocaine. 

Weeks admitted he loved 
Jordan and said he wouldn’t 


have agreed to help her steal 
and sell Calnen’s valuables 
if she hadn’t texted him and 
told him Calnen had “put his 
hands” on her. 

Planetta said after court 
that during his cross-exam¬ 
ination of Weeks, he was tiy- 
ing to “discredit 
him and discredit 
his motives and 
undermine the 
evidence that he 
was giving.” 

Crown attor¬ 
ney Rick Wood- 
burn wouldn’t 
comment on any 
effect the cross-examination 
may have had on Weeks’ cred¬ 
ibility. 

The Crown called two more 
witnesses Wednesday: Krista 
Andrews and Paul Moulton 
— both friends of the victim. 

The Crown is expected to 
call more witnesses when the 
trial reconvenes Thursday.

Case junked after minister fails to appear 


A judge has dismissed a charge 
against a woman accused of 
assaulting Nova Scotia En¬ 
vironment Minister Andrew 
Younger after he didn’t show 
up in Halifax court Wednesday. 

Tara Gault had pleaded not 
guilty to the charge stemming 
from an assault alleged to have 
happened on or about Oct. 22, 


2013, the day the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment assumed power after 
the last provincial election. 

Younger was subpoenaed 
to attend the trial but did not 
appear. 

His lawyer cited a rule that 
cabinet members do not have 
to appear in court while the 
legislature is in session. 


The Crown asked for an ad¬ 
journment until August so 
that Younger could testify, 
but the request was rejected 
by provincial court judge Greg 
Lenehan. 

Defence lawyer Joel Pink 
argued that delaying the trial 
would have been unfair to 
Gault, who has been waiting 


for the case to be resolved be¬ 
fore looking for a job. 

Younger resigned as energy 
minister in March, three 
months after he took a leave 
of absence following Gault’s 
arrest. 

He was named environment 
minister in July.

Report also 
sounds alarm 
over province’s 
rising debt 

Hospitality and travel expens¬ 
es of senior Nova Scotia gov¬ 
ernment bureaucrats should 
be publicly disclosed, says the 
province’s auditor general. 

In a report released Wednes¬ 
day, Michael Pickup said expens¬ 
es of officials with boards and 
agencies should also be reported. 

He said the current policy 
does not address things such 
as the hosting of delegations 
or other visitors to the province 
and needs to be updated. 

“Clarifying, for example, 
when at all alcohol may be cov¬ 
ered,” he said. “What’s a reason¬ 
able amount to spend per per¬ 
son at an event and who should 
authorize?” 

Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic Tim Houston said 
taxpayers have a right to know 
the information. 

“The very least we can do 
is tell them how much is be¬ 
ing spent and where it’s being 


spent,” said Houston. 

Premier Stephen McNeil said 
the auditor general’s recommen¬ 
dation would be considered, 
given expenses are already listed 
online for members of the legis¬ 
lature and for cabinet ministers. 

Pickup’s report also says Nova 
Scotia’s net debt continues to 
hamper the government’s ability 
to pay for programs in a prov¬ 
ince with a declining population. 

Pickup — who talked about 
the debt burden in his previous 
report — sounded the alarm 
again, saying the $15.1-billion 
net debt is increasing faster than 
the province’s population. 

He said the five-year trend is 
unfavourable when it comes to 
key indicators such as net debt 


per capita, net debt as a percent¬ 
age of total revenue and net debt 
as a percentage of provincial 
gross domestic product. 

Pickup said the government’s 
debt increased by two per cent 
in 2014-15 and now stands at 
$15,944 for every resident of 
the province. 

The report says net debt had 
increased by $2.3 billion or 18 
per cent over four years because 
spending exceeded revenues. 

Pickup said those are numbers 
that come with consequences. 

“The debt servicing cost, at 
nearly $1 billion a year, is pro¬ 
hibiting a government in what 
it may do in terms of programs, 
in terms of taxes,” he said.

On the day when hundreds 
in Canada gathered to fight 
for more end-of-life choices, 
Sheilia Sperry said stakehold¬ 
ers need to stop “running in 
circles.” 

Sperry, co-ordinator of the 
Nova Scotia chapter of Dying 
with Dignity Canada, spoke 
during a noon-hour rally out¬ 
side Province House in down¬ 
town Halifax on Wednesday, 
as part of one of many rallies 
across the country on a nation¬ 
al day of action to urge govern¬ 
ments to enact legislation on 
physician-assisted death. 

“We’ve had eight months 
of virtually nothing, although 
lots of people have been doing 
... lots of study, lots of sur¬ 


vey,” Sperry said about the 
time since the Supreme Court 
ruled Canadians have the right 
to doctor-assisted suicide in 
specific cases. “Stop running 
around in circles and bump¬ 
ing into each other.” 

Sperry said if stakeholders, 
including the federal and prov¬ 
incial levels of government, as 
well as medical associations, 
concentrated on their own re¬ 
sponsibilities, a solution could 
be in place by February. 

The federal government can 
write a new law, while medical 
associations come up with a 
referral system that works for 
them, Speriy said. 

Quebec has already done 
much of the work with a 
landmark end-of-life care bill, 
Speriy said, adding it wouldn’t 
take much for provinces to take 
that legislation and adapt it in 
Nova Scotia.

Government 
will be based 
on teamwork, 
trust: Trudeau 

Justin Trudeau beamed as he 
explained why he felt the need 
to put together Canada’s first 
cabinet with an equal number 
of male and female members, 
15 each. 

“It’s an incredible pleasure 
for me to be before you today... 
to present a cabinet that looks 
like Canada,” Trudeau said on 
Wednesday afternoon in his 
first statement as Canada’s 23rd 
prime minister. 

He had a quick answer and 
a smile when 
asked why he 
felt the need 
for the gender 
balance in his 
30-member 
cabinet. 

“Because 
it’s 2015,” he 
told reporters gathered outside 
Rideau Hall. “Canadians elected 
extraordinaiy members of Par¬ 
liament ... I’m glad to be able 
to highlight a few of them in 
the cabinet today.” 

He promised that his govern¬ 
ment would be one based on 
trust and teamwork that delivers 
“evidence-based policy.” 

“Government by cabinet is 
back,” he said. 

Trudeau said he welcomed 
media asking serious questions 
and respected the desire for 
open data and access to infor¬ 
mation. 


“We’re forming a government 
that places trust at the veiy cen¬ 
tre of its actions,” he said. 

He said he trusts his cabinet 
will help him fulfill a pledge 
to resettle 25,000 Syrian refu¬ 
gees and also said he will push 
for human rights in upcoming 
talks in China. 

That’s important “not just for 
Canadians but for eveiyone on 
this planet,” he said. 

A standing ovation followed 
the pledge by Trudeau to be a 
“faithful and true servant” of the 
Queen in Canada in the blue- 
walled hall, with its high ceil¬ 
ings, gold curtains and massive 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth II. 

Trudeau, 43, made history 
by becoming the first child of 
a former Canadian prime min¬ 
ister to assume the post. His 
late father, Pierre 
Trudeau, last held 
the office in 1984. 

The new prime 
minister was al¬ 
most literally at 
home as he as¬ 
sumed Canada’s 
top post. He is cur¬ 
rently living in a secure Georgian 
revival-style cottage behind Ri¬ 
deau Hall, where the swearing- 
in ceremonies are held. 

Trudeau grew up at the offi¬ 
cial prime minister’s residence 
at 24 Sussex Dr. in Ottawa. That 
building is now slated to under¬ 
go renovations to remove lead 
pipes and outdated wiring, 
among other things. 

He and his incoming cabinet 
arrived at Rideau Hall this mor¬ 
ning after a walk on which they 
were greeted and cheered by 
well-wishers.

“It’s a powerful cabinet 
position,” MacLeod said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

“That’s a nod to Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau’s confidence 
in Brison as well as giving a 
significant post to an Atlantic 
Canadian member.” 

No doubt, Brison will be 
kept busy thanks to the bil¬ 
lions that Trudeau has prom¬ 
ised to dole out in infrastruc¬ 
ture spending. 

When it came down to 
numbers, MacLeod said he 
wasn’t surprised to see only 
one cabinet pick from Nova 
Scotia.

Joyce Murray and former cab¬ 


inet minister Hedy Fry, were 
also on the outside looldng in. 

Fiy said she had absolutely 
no hard feelings. 

“He matched people’s capabil¬ 
ities to their talents, and I’m 
looking forward to working with 
them,” she said. “What I bring 
to the table is a fair amount of 
experience and that ability to 
roll up my sleeves and help us 
to succeed.”

British and U.S. officials said Wed¬ 
nesday they have information 
suggesting the Russian jetlin¬ 
er that crashed in the Egyptian 
desert may have been brought 
down by a bomb, and Britain 
said it was suspending flights 
to and from the Sinai Peninsula 
indefinitely. 

Intercepted communications 
played a role in the tentative 
conclusion that the Islamic State 
group’s Sinai affiliate planted an 
explosive device on the plane, 
said a U.S. official briefed on the 
matter. He spoke on condition 
of anonymity because he wasn’t 
authorized to discuss intelligence 
matters publicly. 

The official and others said 
there had been no formal judg¬ 
ment rendered by the CIA or 
other intelligence agencies, and 
that forensic evidence from the 
blast site, including the airplane’s 
black box, was still being ana¬ 


lyzed. 

The official added that intel¬ 
ligence analysts don’t believe 
the operation was ordered by 
Islamic State leaders in Raqqa, 
Syria. Rather, they believe that 
if it was a bomb, it was planned 
and executed by a Sinai affiliate 
of the Islamic State of Iraq and 


the Levant, which operates au¬ 
tonomously. 

Other officials cautioned that 
intercepted communications can 
sometimes be misleading and 
that it’s possible the evidence 
will add up to a conclusion that 
there was no bomb. 

British Foreign Secretary Philip 


Hammond said there was a “sig¬ 
nificant possibility” the crash was 
caused by a bomb, and Britain 
was suspending flights to and 
from the Sinai resort of Sharm 
el-Sheikh indefinitely. 

After a meeting of the British 
government’s crisis committee, 
COBRA, Hammond said Britain

As the Greek island Lesbos strug¬ 
gles with a huge migrant surge, 
a close-knit group of volunteers 
is working alongside Greek fish¬ 
ermen to rescue people at sea, 
provide medical care and bring 
comfort and basic necessities. 

In the past three weeks, about 
100,000 migrants reached Eur¬ 
ope’s busiest coastline — 10 
kilometres of shore in north¬ 
ern Lesbos — whose beaches are 
littered by mounds of discarded 
orange fife vests. The task can 
sometimes feel overwhelming, 
as children die before the rescu¬ 
ers’ eyes and there is never an 
end to the people in need. But 
the volunteers say the hardship 
is better than watching the plight 
of refugees on television. 

One volunteer, Essan Daod, 
a Palestinian surgeon, flew to 
Lesbos from Israel three weeks 
ago to treat migrants, horrified 
by the scenes of drowning and 
anguish. 

Since then, the 32-year-old 
doctor has helped deliver a baby 
on the beach, treated countless 
broken bones and revived more

EMMA TEITEL: ON PARLIAMENT'S CAST OF CHARACTERS 


An institution without diversity 
is, if not inferior, infinitely dull. 
Which is why Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau's historic 
decision to appoint a gender- 
balanced cabinet is brilliant. 


When I graduated from uni¬ 
versity with a degree in Eng¬ 
lish literature and began writ¬ 
ing a column about current 
affairs, my biggest challenge 
was overcoming a profound 
disinterest in Canadian pol¬ 
itics. 

I watched CPAC — the tele¬ 
vised proceedings of the House 
of Commons — in hopes of 
igniting a civic passion and 
instead discovered a soporific 
more powerful than 10 turkey 
dinners. 

“Try to think about politics 
like daytime TV,” a politic¬ 
ally inclined friend advised 
me. “Picture eveiy member 
of Parliament as a character 
on a soap opera, each one 
with their own baclcstoiy and 
drama.” 

This method gave me some 
hope, but was ultimately 
unsuccessful. For one thing, 
the proroguing of parliament 
bore zero resemblance to The 
Bold and The Beautiful, or my 
all-time favourite soap: Pas¬ 
sions. But more importantly, 
Canadian government, even 
at its most engaging, lacked 
something soap operas have in 
excess: a diverse cast of char¬ 
acters. On a soap opera there 
is, to name a few, the formid¬ 
able patriarch, the weird aunt, 
the young stud, the vengeful 
love child and the ghost of 
her aborted twin. In Canadian 
government though, there 
seemed to be an overwhelm¬ 
ing supply of one character 
and one character only: the 
formidable patriarch — in 
other words, the greying white

man. 

There is no crime or shame 
in being a white man of any 
age or persuasion.

important, he simply said, “Be¬ 
cause it’s 2015.” 

In other words, represen¬ 
tation, and the civic engage¬ 
ment it generates is not mere 
window dressing to more 
“serious” business. It is serious 
business in and of itself, and 
the notion that calculated fair¬ 
ness will sully a meritocracy 
that probably never existed to 
begin with is foolish and un¬ 
convincing. 

Trudeau’s call for gender 
parity in cabinet has gifted 
Canadian government the di¬ 
verse cast of characters it des¬ 
perately needs and deserves. 
Mind you, it is a cast nowhere 
near as interesting as any seen 
on The Bold and the Beautiful 
or Passions, but that’s prob¬ 






ably a good thing. 

In the end, it’s hard to be a 
Grinch in Canada. Trudeau’s 
swearing-in was rife with a 
contagious vibe, no matter 
your political leanings. And 
yet, though the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment has eveiy reason to 
celebrate its achievement in 
gender parity and youth civic 
engagement, it must be in 
some ways, quite terrified. 

Expectations of this gov¬ 
ernment are astronomically 
high — especially among mil- 
lennials, who don’t cleave to 
political parties the way their 
parents did and will likely 
have no problem shedding 
any loyalty to Trudeau the mo¬ 
ment his “hope and change” 
Obama moment subsides and 
real governance begins. Short¬ 
ly before Trudeau’s ceremony, 
a Liberal spokesperson reiter¬ 
ated Trudeau’s “openness” and 
ability to engage people from 
all walks of life. 

Harper’s cold and insu¬ 
lar government, we are told 
again and again, full of crabby 
media-waiy political opera¬ 
tives, didn’t pan out. 

Eveiybody chose “Sunny 
Ways.” Sunny Ways, Sunny 
Ways, Sunny Ways: It is the 
Marsha Brady of political slo¬ 
gans. And perhaps it’s time 
the Trudeau government con¬ 
sidered retiring the phrase — 
even in light of its many wins. 
Because though things are 
looking up for Justin Trudeau 
(and they really are) cloudier 
days full of uncomfortable 
compromise lie ahead.

"And if they're uncon¬ 
scious don't make them tea. 
Unconscious people don't 
want tea, and they can't 
answer the question, 'Do you 
want tea?' because they're 
unconscious."

That makes a 
bit more sense, now. 

I also felt like the issue 
reached new clarity thanks to 
the comparison. 

That's certainly the goal 
of Blue Seat Studios owner 
and creative director Rachel 
Brian. Brian told me some 
have criticized the video by 
arguing it won't stop rapists 
from raping people, but she 
finds that reductive, and I 
agree. 

"There are many cases 
of sexual assault where the 
person doesn't intend to be 
a rapist," she said. "I think the 
idea that it's, you know, this 
evil-versus-good thing, and 
if you're just a good person 
there will never be a problem, 
is a little bit naive." 

Brian added: "It is not a 
preachy video and it doesn't 
assume that people are ter¬ 
rible." 

That's the key, friends. The 
video lets us all consider 
how to be more considerate 
about sex without making 
some people defensive right 
off the bat. And, Brian added, 
the video has even helped 
some assault survivors finally 
believe it wasn't their fault. 

So, stick figures and tea:

I stumble over John Irving’s 
foot as I tuck myself into the 
snug booth. He stretches his 
arms up and out mimicking a 
giant arachnid as he blames the 
spider-like table legs 
for my misstep. It’s an 
endearing icebreaker. 

We’re meeting over 
breakfast in a crowded 
Toronto bar to talk about 
his latest novel, Avenue 
of Mysteries (Alfred A. 
Knopf Canada, $35). 

I momentarily feel as 
awkward and disoriented 
as the book’s lame-footed 
protagonist Juan Diego. At 
54, Juan is on a collision 
course of his own while trav¬ 
eling to the Philippines. He’s 
off his beta-bloclcers and slip¬ 
ping in and out of dreams and 
memories of his 14-year-old self. 

The stoiy of Juan Diego and 
his sister, Lupe, is the 14th novel 
from the fevered imagination 
of Irving, author of bestsellers 
The World According to Garp, 
The Cider House Rules, A Prayer 
for Owen Meany and A Widow 
for One Year. 

Avenue of Mysteries, by turns 
absurd, tender, profound and

biting — 
or some 
riotous 
combination thereof 
— plumbs the author’s favourite 
themes of religion, sex and fear. 

It was Irving’s good friend, 
photographer Maiy Ellen Mark, 
who planted a seed of fear that 
over more than two decades 
grew into Avenue of Mysteries. 
In the late 1980s, Mark showed 
him her images of child per¬ 
formers in circuses in India. In 
1990, Irving joined Mark and her 
film director husband, Martin 


Bell, in India where they lived 
with the Royal Circus while Irv¬ 
ing drafted a screenplay called 
Escaping Maharashtra. When 
they couldn’t get the movie 
made, a search for other circuses 
with young at-risk performers 
led them to Mexico. 

“We saw some amazing cir¬ 
cuses,” says Irving. “You know 
the little curb around a ring? 
There were no bars. The lions 
just came into the ring and 
looked at all the children eat¬ 
ing cotton candy and peanuts 
in the front row. You could 


have reached out and touched 
them,” he says, reaching across 
the tiny table to touch my hand, 
laughing. 

“The origins (of Avenue of 
Mysteries) are kids at risk and 
the unthinkable happening to 
a child,” says Irving. “I wouldn’t 
go see one of those circuses 
again if you paid me, but with 
eveiy novel I’ve written there 
has to be an element that I am 
dreading even writing about. 
Because of how visceral my reac¬ 
tion is to something (unimagin¬ 
able) ever happening to a child

the fear is autobio¬ 
graphical.” 

When we walk to Irving’s 
nearby workspace, Metro’s pho¬ 
tographer and a book publi¬ 
cist join us in the large bright 
suite. A scrupulously tidy desk¬ 
top stretches the length of a 
wall covered in family photos. 

His Oscar for The Cider House 
Rules screenplay sits opposite 
on the fireplace mantle. A tread¬ 
mill separates the main room

wrestling pictures of his sons. 

After showing us Mark’s im¬ 
age of Pinky, the young Indian 
circus performer who inspired 
the character of Lupe, Irving 
poses for photos and the con¬ 
versation turns to researching 
orphanages like the one Juan 
and Lupe live in for a time. 
Irving recalls how his 
youngest son, Everett, 
wanted to revisit an or¬ 
phanage while helping 
with research for the 
book. “The first time, 
(the children) don’t look 
at you,” says Irving. “The 
second time, they think 
you’re coming for them.” The 
author borrows publicist Evan 
as a prop. Approaching from 
behind, Irving shyly slips his 
hand into Evan’s hand, saying, 
“This is what happens when 
you make a return visit to an 
orphanage.” 

In the open yet intimate 
workspace, defined by its images 
of the author as patriarch, fath¬ 
er and family man, it’s easy to 
imagine Irving taking that sym¬ 
bolic child’s proffered hand and 
embracing his fears yet again.

Having studied piano as a 
kid and then clarinet at Kel¬ 
logg Junior High, just north 
of Seattle, I went to my band 
teacher and told him I want¬ 
ed to quit clarinet and play 
tenor sax. Saxophone was just 
way cooler. Guys in the sax 
section would crack jokes, 
goof off and wear sunglasses 
in class sometimes. Clarinet 
wasn’t pathetically loser-ish (I 
mean it wasn’t French Horn!), 
but it’s not the most mascu¬ 
line of instruments either. 
Sure there was a clarinet-lilce 
instrument in the Cantina 
scene in Star Wars, but let’s 
face it, clarinets are for girls 
in braces and Woody Allen. 
(Who loves girls in braces. Ba- 
dum, dum!) 

My band teacher, John Law 
(real name), really pulled a 
fast one on me. He said some¬ 
thing to the effect of “well, 
you COULD play the sax, but 
we’ve just got SO many saxo¬ 
phones right now. You know 
what’s an amazing instru¬ 
ment? One that’s really cool 
and unique?” I was all like 


“What? What’s really cool 
and unique!?” He was like 
“The Bassoon.” And I was like: 
“Wow. THE BASSOON. What’s 
that?” 

And with that manipula¬ 
tive interaction, a bassoonist 
was bom. 

The bassoon is ridiculous. 
They should be banned for 
being horrible, unnecessary 
and adenoidally grating. 

It takes like an hour to as¬ 
semble one. They’re enor¬ 
mous. It’s like they’re made 
out of Lincoln logs, alum¬ 
inum twigs and paper towel 
tubes. There are these tiny 
double wooden reeds that you 
have to soak and trim and 
tend to all the time. There’s 
a strap that you actually have 
to sit on when you play so 
the whole thing doesn’t fall 
onto the floor like a bundle 
of garbage. And, after all that 
falderall, they end up sound¬ 
ing like an anemic donkey 
with laiyngitis. 

Later, after I was digging 
into my bassooning, Mr. Law 
was thoughtful enough to let 


the class know that originally 
the bassoon was called the 
‘fagotti’ in Italian because it 
was like a faggot (bundle) of 
wood when you were cariy- 
ing the pieces around. That 
went over really well. People 
in junior high just loved com¬ 
menting in all sorts of inter¬ 
esting ways on me and my 
enormous ‘fagotti.’ 

I would also occasionally 
play in the pep band and 
marching band as a ... wait 
for it... xylophonist. Our High 
School team was the High¬ 
landers and thusly the march¬ 
ing band wore kilts and knee- 
high socks. If you went to a 
Shorecrest game or pep rally 
in 1982 or ’83 and saw a tall, 
pimply, gangly teen in a plaid 
tartan kilt with a xylophone 
strapped to his skinny chest, 
that was probably me. Also, 
it should be noted that the 
“cool” guys in marching band 
would go “commando” under 
their kilts as they played “Te¬ 
quila” and “On Wisconsin” 
and floppily marched around 
like pubescent idiots. 


As if the bassoon, xylo¬ 
phone and science fiction ob¬ 
session wasn’t enough, I then 
took up an interest in chess. 
It’s as if the sirens of dweeb- 
dom lured me inexorably into 
their pimply lair, from which 
I never really returned. 

So I joined the chess club 
at Shorecrest High School. 

The team was centered 
around two guys whose name 
sounded like shoe: Teriy 
Hsu (Chinese dude) and Jeff 
Schuh (white dude). They 
were really good at chess and 
taught the rest of us dorks 
a ton. Teny was first board 
and Jeff second. Other team 
members were Blake Kremer 
(3rd board), David Potter (5th 
board) and me manning the 
4th board. You see, a chess 
team is comprised of the five 
best chess players and you 
put them in order from 1st 
board to 5th. When you play 
another team, they bring 
their five best and you both 
have at it in a silent room 
with a handful of awkward, 
acne-draped spectators. We 


did pretty well with the 
“shoe” brothers and went to 
the state championship one 
of the two years I was on the 
team. We even beat the fancy- 
pants private school, Lakeside 
(alma mater of Bill “Fancy 
Pants” Gates). We crowed 
about that victory quite a bit, 

I can tell you. 

Once the cheerleaders 
mockingly made a bunch 
of chess team banners for 
the school entranceway that 
said things like “CONGRATS 
CHESS TEAM STATE CHAMPS 
82!” and stuff like that. Eveiy- 
one at the school snidely 
guffawed and thought that 
was a total hoot and we slunk 
past the banners in shame. 
Jeff Schuh, however, had pur¬ 
chased a “chess” letterman’s 
jacket with a giant knight’s 
profile on the back and wore 
it around proudly. He was a 
nerd rebel and didn’t care 
what the majority of High¬ 
landers thought of him. Like 
“Spoclc” and “Potsie Weber” 
from Happy Days he immedi¬ 
ately became a nerd hero.

She’s a full-grown 
woman in a complex situa¬ 
tion (she’s cheating on her 
husband with a woman), yet 
she still has the ingrained, 
unshakable habit of needing 
to be the “good” child, the fa¬ 
vourite child. 

She wants to be seen as 


unselfish, yet can’t resist rub¬ 
bing it in. 

It makes me feel like this 
family’s baclcstoiy is infin¬ 
ite, and that show creator Jill 
Soloway (who just won an 
Emmy, as did Tambor) can 
take us anywhere. Because of 
a salad. 

Now that’s great writing.

Wood reaches new heights 


CONDO TRENDS 


Halifax among 
cities turning 
to timber in 
construction

From the outside, they look just 
like any other six-storey midrise 
structures. It’s what you don’t 
see underneath that could be 
a potential game-changer for 
Canada’s condominium con¬ 
struction industiy. 

Recent changes to provincial 
building codes 
have paved the 
way for wood- 
frame construc¬ 
tion of midrise 
buildings up to 
six storeys in On¬ 


tario and B.C., where the cur¬ 
rent limit in most other juris¬ 
dictions is four storeys. Changes 
to the National Building Code 
of Canada are expected to fol¬ 
low suit. 

As the condo industiy embra¬ 
ces the growth of wood frame 
construction, we’ll start to see 
more townhomes and midrise 
condos made from engineered 
wood materials. What does that 
mean for the prospective home 
buyer? 

Benefits 

The obvious advantage is cost. 
Analysts predict a reduction 
in construction costs of multi- 
residential and office buildings 
in the order of 10 to 15 per cent. 
That’s after factoring in the 



added safety provisions man¬ 
dated by the legislation. 

Multi-storey wood frame con¬ 
struction is not a new idea. Take 
a look at the oldest parts of Can¬ 
ada’s downtown cities and you’ll 
find many fine examples of 
legacy construction: mammoth 
office buildings and warehouses 
framed with giant timbers and 
clad in brick. 

These buildings have stood 
the test of time, and many have 
been transformed into the cov¬ 
eted and trendy loft and office 
spaces that fetch considerable 
sums today. For example, Win¬ 
nipeg’s Exchange District is 
known for its centuiy-old tim¬ 
ber buildings that rise up to 
eight storeys. 

But the wood construction 
of today uses an entirely dif¬ 
ferent class of high-tech ma¬ 
terials, such as glulam, a cross- 
laminated timber product that 
makes it easier to prefabricate 
building components. Solid pan¬ 
els up to 20 metres long can 


be produced in factories with 
cutouts ready for window and 
door openings. These compon¬ 
ents are then shipped on site 
to form the walls and floors of 
the building. 

Modem take 

A new design trend is also 
underway that takes wood 
frame construction a step fur¬ 
ther. CABIN, a new, six-stor¬ 
ey hybrid wood and concrete 
condo in Toronto, incorporates 
wood elements and accents on 
the exterior and interiors of the 
building in a modem interpreta¬ 
tion of the Muslcolca Lakes style. 

According to CABIN develop¬ 
er Adam Ochshorn, “There’s 
a movement up north and 
throughout Canada, on the 
west coast and on Georgian 
Bay, of not doing the typical 
type of A-frame construction 
from the ’70s and building 
something more contempor¬ 
ary. That’s what we’re tiying 
to bring to the city.” 


The six-storey condo is a combination of 
wood and concrete construction and boasts spacious, two-level suites with outdoor spaces.

The Coyotes’ Max Domi 
emerged as the leading rookie 
from the NHL’s opening month, 
something of a surprise given 
McDavid and the Sabres’ Jack 
Eichel, both of whom are con¬ 
sidered generational talents 
potentially on par with Sidney 
Crosby and Alex Ovechkin.
